Children In Milwaukee Risk Their Lives 


In Attending At An Insecure 


Building;. 


Milwaukee, April 6—The West Side 


high school, which cost the city over 
$100,000, is in such an unsafe condition 
that parents have taken their children 
c4it of school rather than have them 
risk the chances of injury. The roof of 
the assembly-room has sagged six or 
eight inches and presents a threatening 
appearance.

B.eckham Rejects Hot 
Counsel—He

noon today rendered a decision affirm - 
inb Judge Field's decision in favor of 
Gocernor Beckham. 


Frankfort, Ky.. April fi—An agree- 


ment was reached today between the 
Beckham and Taylor forces whereby 
the democrats will make no effort to re- 
strain Taylor's force from holding on in 
the executive building until the contest 
case is passed upon by tbeUnited States 
supreme court. 


There will be no clash of the demo- 


cratic and republican soldiers if the 
court of appeals decides in favor of 
Governor Beckham. 
He will-continue 


to perform the duties of his office in his 
room at the Capitol 
hotel and Taylor 


will remain as a figurehead in the exec- 
utive building surrounded by his sold - 
~~ ,-s. 


Taylor has given notice publicly that 


he will not vacate .the building on the 
decision of the court of appeals and will 
hold on as long as his soldiers have guns 
and ammunition. 


llecklmm Hejects Hot Council. 


Numerous 
democrats have advised 


Governor Beckhnm to storm the state 
buildings and take possession of them 
by force if the court of appeals upholds 
him, but the governor does not want to 
plunge the state into bloodshed. 
He 


says trouble can be averted and if he can 
keep pace honorably he intends to do 
so. 


Governor Taylor declines to move out 


for two reasons. First, because when a 
mandate in the cose is delivered, thirty 
days after the date of the rendering of 
the ruling, the decision 
will not take 


effect or be binding upon anyone, and. 
second, because by the terms of tho 
protocol he was to remain, in possession 
until an appeal could bo asked of the 
United States supreme court. Naturally, 
under the circumstances, he will resist 
any effort to doposo him at the present 
time and while acting strictly upon the 
defensive will if" necessary' meet force 
with force, 


Decision In Twenty Diiys. 


One of the democratic counsel said 


this morning it had been decided be- 
tween tha lawyers on both sides that as 
soon as the court of appeals acted the 
attorneys for the losers would leave for 
Washington with n writ of error, and 
that by getting the matter before the 
supreme court without a delay a final 
conclusion would be reached within ten or 
fifteen dnys from the time the appellate 
bench acted.

This work will I kodak agents, 
be most carefully done by Harvard in- 
structors, who will be iusti-uctod espe- 
cially in their work before- they outer 
upon it, and wo hope to give some cer- 
tificate to those who take tbc course. 


"The trips which we.intend to have 


the teachers take to the various places 
iu Massachusetts will also form no 
small part of the work. At these places

The 


course on Cuban history will be most, 
complete, for I want every Cuban who 
comes to the United States to under- 
stand tho hiftory of his own country 
and particularly the present status of 
affairs there and their true signifi- 
cance'. If we can do this, we will ac- 
complish a herculean task, for it will 
mean that the coming ns well mi the 
present generations of Cubans will un- 
derstand things which it is vitally im- 
portant for them to kuow. This would 
more thai) repay for the trip itself. 


"The 
work of the teachers in the 


summer s'chool is Hi good hands and is 
not bothering mo to any great extent. 
That is settled. 
My efforts will soon

Brussels, April 6.—One of the accom- 
plices of Sipido, who attempted to as- 
sassinate the prince of Wales, has been 
arrested and interrogated by the com- 
missary of police. 
Sipido seems in- 


clined to make a confession, and, judg- 
ing from his latest statements, the out- 
rage was the outcome of a plot. The 
names of three of his associates are 
knc,wn to the police. 
Meert, one of the 


persons arrested on suspicion, has con- 
fessed that he sold the revolver to 
Sipido. He admits that he -had a con- 
versation with Sipido on the subject 
of the outrage on the prince, but pre- 
tends the words were spoken in jest. 
The police are seeking two other ac- 
complices. 


In the chamber .of 
representatives 


the president, Baron Snoy, said he felt 
sure he was voicing the feeling o£ the 
whole Belgian nation in expressing, in 
behalf of the chamber, the indignation 
created in all minds by the attempt 
made on the life of the Prince of Wales. 
The socialist lenders announced unani- 
itious approval of these words, adding, 
however, that If socialists condemned 
individual crimes they'blamed with no 
less energy the "great collective crimes 
being committed at present in South 
Africa, and they protested at the inac- 
tion of Europe, which was indifferent 
to the crimes the English perpetrated 
in South Africa." 


"Blood calls for blood," said M. Van- 


dervelde, the leader oE the socialists. 
His remarks called forth protests from 
the rightists, who recalled the fact that 
Great Britain had always been the best 
guaranty of Belgium's neutrality. Mr. 
Lorancl, leftist, while admitting Great 
Britain's services Cor Belgium, said he 
"could nevertheless not forget she had 
betrayed her traditions in attacking a 
free people." 


The minister of foreign affairs ex- 


postulated at the 
last remark, and 


said the leftists ought to observe the 
reserve which was the most elemen- 
tary of the rules o£'courtesy rendered 
incumbent upon 
them, to which M. 


Vandevelde retorted: 
"You failed to 


blame the red 
sultan. 
You 
have, 


therefore, no right to find fault with 
us. 
We protest against the attempt 


on the prince of. Wales, but we also 


• protest against the infamous, shame- 
ful war the English are waging on a 
free people. You have protested in the 
name of the government. 
Vv'e protest 


in the name of the Belgian people and 
send to the Boers our fraternal greet- 
ing." The minister of foreign affairs 
again protested against these attacks 
on a friendly nation, when M. Furnc- 
ment, 
socialist, 
jumped 
up 
and 


shouted: "Long live the Boers."- Th3 
president of the house appealed to the 
patriotism of the chamber not to pro- 
long the discussion, but the leftists 
continued to inveigh against 
Great 


Britain undertaking an "unjust 
and 


infamous war." 
After further heated 


interchange of remarks, during which 
M. Vanderveld repudiated the rightist 
insinuation that his remarks at Tues- 
day's socialist meeting in any way in- 
stigated the commission of outrages, 
(he president of the house declared the 
incident closed. 


In the senate the 
president, the 


duke of Ursel. expressed his reproba- 
tion and indignation at the attempt ou 
the life of the prince of Wales. 
The 


premier, M. De Smet de Nayer, in- 
dorsed this speech and thanked provi- 
dence that the prince of Wales had 
scaped the "criminal attempt of a, hair- 
brained boy." 
The entire senate in- 


dorsed these addresses.

TALK WITH THE HELIOGRAPH. 


How the System of Signaling Now Iu 


U«o In South Africa I» Operated. 


Heliographing is "sun writing." By 


the use of the heliograph the 
BUII'S 


rays are flashed over long distances. 
The letters of the Morse telegraphic 
code are used, and communication is 
comparatively easy on bright days. 


j The instrument that is now used tc 
Stransmit heliograph messages is ex- 
' ceedingly simple. 
It consists of 
a 


tripod carrying a. horizontal rod at the 
top. On this rod Is a mirror on one 
end and on the other a small upright 
rod with a movable button. This mir- 
ror is usually four and a half inches 
In diameter, and is so arranged that 
It can be rotated both on a horizontal 
and on a vertical axis. In the middle 
is a small unsilvered spot. The mir- 
ror is sighted by means of this unsil- 
vered spot and the button on the rod 
In £ront, exactly as a rifle would be 
aimed. If the button is raised so as 
to cover the destination of the mes- 
sage, which can be louncl by compass 
if it cannot be seen, and the shadow 
thrown by the unsilvered spot in the 
middle of the reflection covers the but- 
ton, the 
instrument is in position. 


There is a contrivance by which the 
shutter is operated, opening and clos- 
ing over the mirror by means of a key, 
which is pressed like the key of 
a 


telegraph instrument. A long flash, 
stands for a dash, a short one for a. 
dot in the Morse system. The greatest 
distance ever overcome by the helio- 
graph was that operated over by the 
United States signal corps between 
Mount Uncornpahgre, in Colorado, and 
Mount Ellen, in Utah. 
This was 183 


miles. The flashes came and went as 
regularly as though the distance had 
been 
much 
shorter.—Indianapolis
